Switchmen ap p eared Ignoring 
the rep orted ap p eals of rail union 
officials to end their work stop ­ 
p age, their second in six weeks. 
As the strike grew, forcing ad­ 
ditional layoff of thousands of 
workers in other industries, the 
government imp osed a p artial em­ 
bargo on mail. 
Mail, freight and exp ress, p iled 
high as freight yards in many ma­ 
jor cities remained idle. Embar­ 
goes earlier had been clamp ed on 
freight and exp ress at many 
p laces. The “sick** walkouts of 
rail workers have sp read to more 
than 42 railroads in 40 cities. 
War Goods Tied Up 
War ship ments were halted and 
a tieup of fuel oil ship ments 
threatened a shortage for many 
hours. 
Gbmbat rations for the 
forces in Korea were tied up in 
Chicago's freight yards. 
As the government p rep ared for 
court action In Chicago, new con­ 
temp t charges were brought yes­ 
terday against the Brotherhood of 
Railroad Trainmen in Washing 
ton. 
And in Cleveland, a federal 
Judge ordered the union to show 
cause Feb. 8 why it should not be 
held in contemp t of court.

No Flat Statement 
McFall did not say flatly what 
the government’s views are.

said it would be “inadvisable at 
this stage" to make them public. 
But he listed four reasons why he 
said the Chinese Nationalist forces 
should not strike out frojn For­ 
mosa, either against the mainland 
or to join U.N. troops in Korea: 
1. Chiang’s Nationalist ground 
forces “are outnumbered by Chi­ 
nese Communist troops by at least 
eight to one."

The Methodist Church, report­ 
ing larger enrollments than ever 
before in its theological schools,

away for the first time last year. 
A Congregational-C h r i s t i a n 
Church spokesman said 75 men 
are now entering the ministry, 
where 15 were doing so a few 
years ago. 
The Episcopal Church last year 
ordained 240 new priests, an in­ 
crease of 43.71 per cent over the 
previous figure. 
Elbert M. Conover, director of 
the Interdenominational Bureau 
of Architecture, said church con­ 
struction in the past year has sur­ 
passed any previous period in his 
tory. 
He estimated $200,000,000 in 
new churches and additions went 
up in the past year, with another 
billion-dollars worth in the plan­ 
ning stage.

HEALTH EDUCATION 
Health educatio n in the public scho o ls has 
been the subject o f a great deal o f discus­ 
sio n in the past decade. Selectiv e Serv ice 
ex perience in the Seco nd Wo rk! War dis­ 
clo sed that the y o ung men o f Amerlca are 
no t, o n the av erage, as phy sically fit as had 
been suppo sed. Draft ex perience in the last 
few mo nths has sho wn no change in the 
situatio n. 
The Natio nal Co nference fo r Health Edu­ 
catio n has recently repeated Its v iew that 
the mo st immediate need in the field Isifo r 
mo re and better-trained teachers fo r health 
classes, and that this In turn indicated a 
need fo r impro v ed teacher educatio n in the 
field. This idea was first v o iced by the co n­ 
ference in 1 94 5 after a surv ey o f scho o l 
needs. 
It wo uld be an o v ersimplificatio n to say 
that the disappo inting state o f phy sical fit­ 
ness amo ng y o ung peo ple sho uld be laid to 
a sho rtage o f ex pert health teachers. Be­ 
sides, it wo uld pro bably be mo re accurate to 
say that there Is a sho rtage o f trained health 
teachers because o f the paucity o f health 
pro grams in the scho o ls. Students training 
fo r teaching Jo bs naturally tend to specialist 
In fields which seem to o ffer the greatest 
o ppo rtunities. The o ppo rtunities in health 
teaching hav e no t been such as to attract 
great numbers o f embry o teachers. 
The immediate dev elo pment o f greatly ex ­ 
panded scho o l health pro grams wo uld be 
hampered by the lade o f trained teachers.

Ftenv yeggs Ago Accardo and 
Gusik,. lonfi op erating informally 
ea rn team,legalized their p artner­ 
ship aqd notified the government 
that for tfaa year 1946 they had 
earned 
o t $130,000. 
Tha source of this p rofit they 
listed mtraly as “other Income/' 
which p oses an obvious p roblem 
for Unde Sam1* tax collectors. In­ 
ternal revena# solved it that year 
by writing tha following notation 
at tfae bottom of Guzik's and Ac- 
cardo’s tax return: 
“Tha p artners refused to di­ 
vulge the source of this income. 
Insomuch as the p artnership re­ 
p orts a substantial amount, the 
correctness of which is imp ossible 
to check, it te op ined that further 
investigation te imp racticable.— 
(Signed) 
Ned 
Klein, 
revenue 
agent." 
This was about tha beat Agent 
Klein could do under the circum­ 
stances. However, if Secretary of 
the Treasury Snyder wanted to 
set up a sp ecial tax squad to 
watch the big racketeers, and if 
Congress wanted to give him the 
money for thte, the effect would 
hq: 
1 To bring.considerably more 
revenue into the treasury. 
2. To hamp er M not drive the 
hoodlums out of business.

To Illustrate, let's take a closer 
look at tha p rofits of Jack Guzlk, 
No, 2 inheritor of the old A1 Ca­ 
p one rackets. 
Last year Guzlk 
and Accardo rep orted an income 
of $278,667.89 from the Erie and 
Buffalo Co., which hap p ens to be a 
p olicy wheel. This was op erated 
by Caesar and Leo Venvenuit up 
until 1947, when their home was 
bombed. 
The reason their home was 
bombed was fairly obvious. They 
were making too much money. So 
the Guzik-Accardo crowd decided 
p rofits should be shared. 
They 
muscled in. 
Income-tax 
returns 
at 
this 
p oint make it fairly clear as to 
what hap p ened. After the 1947 
bombing, Sam Pardy and Tom 
Manno took over the p olicy wheel 
leaving only small commissions 
for the two Benvenuti brother*. 
The real money went to the two 
men who muscled in, and the Erie 
and Buffalo's Comp any's tax re­ 
turn under Pardy and Manno 
shows $278,667.89 p aid as “sal­ 
aries, fees and commissions for 
A J. Accardo." 
Profitable Partnership 
Accardo then sp lit this with 
Guzik, giving the later $134,- 
207.54. Along with thte revenue, 
Guzlk listed to his 1949 tax re­ 
turn an additional $254100 which 
he attributed simp ly to “miscel­ 
laneous various sources." He also 
deducted $6,803.32 for contribu­ 
tions though he didn't list them 
by name, which te against regu­ 
lations. 
In 1948 Guzik simp ly rep orted 
a nice, round income of $100,000 
which he attributed to “various 
sources." Thte left Internal Rev­ 
enue agents with the p roblem of, 
making a long, ex haustive inves-i 
tigation; and, lacking both the 
time and p ersonnel, nothing fur- ‘ 
ther was done. 
j 
In 1947, things weren't quite 
so lush for the Chicago lord of< 
the underworld. He listed a p rofit 


of only $51,000, though to 1946 
he made $65,000 from his p art­ 
nership with Accardo p his another 
$7,500 of “various Income." 
Guzik's income was somewhat 
similar In tha war years. In II 
for Instance, he claimed a t 
income of only $16,000, while to 
1943 he listed $8,080 from “w 
$2,500 from "football1 
--------^_,080 from "wager- 
tog," $2,500 from "football" $6,- 
000 from “miscellaneous sources,** 
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The Deathbed Promise 
A widower named Antoine Delvan of Gueret, France, visited hte 
wife’s grave every day for 23 years (1880-1903) to p lay on his accor­ 
dion the same p olka in fulfillment of a p romise his wife ex acted on her 
deathbed. No sickness or inclemency of the elements ever stayed this 
widower teom hte dtUp bmsIsaI tributes 
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and $4,000 from “Dome." Thte is 
the name of a night club licensed 
in the name of Guzik's brother-in- 
law. There was no ex p lanation aa 
to how Guzik made hte money 
from “football." 
Presumably Guzik ought to be 
careful about his Income tax now, 
for. he was sentenced to five years 
for tax evasion In 1930. This was 
to 
the 
Hoover 
administration, 
when the Treasury was a lot 
tougher on gangsters than they 
*re today. The Treasury at that 
time claimed that Guzik, then 
business manager for the Cap one 
syndicate, netted $1,000,000 dur- 
tog the years 1927-28-29, and 
owed the government $250,000. He 
got five years in Leavenworth, 
p lus a fine of $17,500.

The immediate development of greatly ex­ 
panded school health programs would be 
hampered by the lack of trained teachers. 
But until greater interest in health education 
is shown by school administrators and the 
public it can hardly be expected that the 
teachers will become available.

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PLANNING FOR TROUBLE 
There has not been a notable degree of 
long-term planning in the handling of war 
and defense problems since the Korea affair 
began. There is a general impression that 
the move into Korea in the first place was 
made on.the basis of a hasty and inadequate 
estimate of the situation, and that since then 
some over decisions have been made, in and 
out of Korea, on the basis of inadequate in­ 
formation or inadequate study of the infor­ 
mation at hand. 
The appointment of a special commission 
to study the nation's supply problems in the 
years ahead appears to be a better step to­ 
ward better advapce preparation for impor­ 
tant decisions. The commission is to study 
long-range requirements for various ma­ 
terials, the long-range supply situation, and 
the appropriateness of plans by government 
and private industry to meet supply prob­ 
lems. Presumably its report is to be the basis 
of recommendations for future,government 
and private planning. 
* 
Most Americans want as little as possible 
of government planning and controls In the 
operation of the industrial machine which 
supplies our wants. Bu£ during the period of 
defense emergency some controls over such 
things as basic materials are unavoidable. 
It looks as if the period of emergency, or at 
least of abnormal defense burden, will be a 
long one. Hence the long-range supply situa­ 
tion should be known, and should be given 
appropriate weight in deciding what to do 
about fhi immediate situation. This may 
make immediate problems harder, but will 
help to prevent future ones from taking us 
by surprise. 
HEALTH EDUCATION 
Health education in the public schools has 
been the subject of a great deal of discus­ 
sion in the past decade. Selective Service 
experience in the Second World War dis­ 
closed that the young men of America are 
not, on the average, as physically fit as had 
been supposed. Draft experience in the last 
few months has shown no change in the 
situation. 
The National Conference for Health Edu­ 
cation has recently repeated its view that 
the most immediate need in the field is for 
more and better-trained teachers for health 
classes, and that this in turn indicates a 
need for improved teacher education in the 
field. This idea was first voiced by the con­ 
ference in 1945 after a survey of school 
needs. 
It would be an oversimplification to say 
that the disappointing state of physical fit­ 
ness among young people should be laid to 
a shortage of expert health teachers. Be­ 
sides, it would probably be more accurate to 
say that there is a shortage of trained health 
teachers because of the paucity of health 
programs in the schools. Students training 
for teaching jobs naturally tend to specialize 
in fields which seem to offer the greatest 
opportunities. The opportunities in health 
teaching have not been such as to attract 
great numbers of embryo teachers. 
The Immediate development of greatly ex­ 
panded school health programs would be 
hampered by the lack of trained teachers. 
But until greater interest in health education 
is shown by school administrators and the 
public it can hardly be expected that the 
teachers will become available.

OUR GREATEST NATIONAL ASSET 
Already the United States has made a capital 
investment of $3,000,000,000 in atomic develop­ 
ments. It is estimated that within a few years, 
this amount will be doubled. Thomas E. Murray, 
a member of the Atomic Energy Commission, says 
of this: 
“. . . Large as this may'seem it is ridiculously 
small when compared with other, less essential 
national expenditures. For your atomic energy 
planta and their products are our greatest national 
asset and cannot be measured in dollars. Piling up 
gold reserves at Fort Knox will never stop the Com­ 
munist strategy of world conquest, but stockpiling 
bomb-level material—material that does not rust 
—may well be the only barrier, outside of prayer, 
like tanks and gung nor become obsolete overnight 
than pan-communism, cannot scale to steal fires to 
enfiame the world." 
At present, this amazing power is government- 
owned. Applied to peacetime uses, atomic energy 
can revolutionize the means of production and dis­ 
tribution. Is the government to own the new pow­ 
er permanently? Then the means of production 
and distribution will be government-owned. It is 
an interesting problem to speculate. Shall we pur­ 
chase atomic energy from the government as folks 
in cities buy water from municipalities? Such a 
revolutionary' process would bring us socialism, 
which is essentially government ownership of the 
means of production, distribution and exchange. 
Mr. Murray describes these amazing develop­ 
ments:“. . . Jules Verne dreamed that men could 
penetrate 20,000 leagues under (the sea). He did 
not in the wildest spasm of his imagination foresee 
a submarine which could cruise the submerged 
kingdoms for untold periods without the need of 
returning to port for refueling. Yet. this is pre­ 
cisely what an atomic submarine will be able to do. 
The atomic airplane will follow. Aircraft capable 
of circling the globe for long periods of time with­ 
out refueling are also within our reach." 
Once we are through worrying about Stalin and 
his Russians, imagine what the application of the 
principles involved in the atomic submarine and 
atomic airplane will do to our railroads, automo­ 
biles and airplanes! Also, what will the elimina­ 
tion of coal, gas and oil from our economy do? 
Thomas Murray describes this: 
"From present day knowledge we know that sta­ 
tionary nuclear reactors can be loaded with 
uranium to generate heat for power continuously 
for periods of years without the necessity of having 
to look at the fuel gffUge." , 
It is a new world we are moving into, a world 
conceived in war that may alter all our ways of 
life. We can harly envisage this new life nor what 
it will do to our environment. But sháll we in our 
new world have new and different ideas about life? 
WiU it make any real difference to us as human 
beings in our relationship to each other? 
'Hie Roman rode a chariot or walked; we have 
forgotten how to walk.

CHRONIC ILLNESS 
Nursing homes, those which are carefully in­ 
spected by community health departments, fill a 
need in the lives of our elderly men and women 
and certainly relieve our general hospitals from 
some of the overcrowding that.exists. The fact that 
a graduate nurse resides in or is in charge of these 
nursing homes, and a physician visits them regu­ 
larly, likewise takes some of the strain off general 
hospitals and Insures reasonable care for the elderly 
and those chronically ill. 
* 
That nursing homes are of great help to the 
chronically ill, those that are never well yet have 
none of the specific diseases that require skilled and 
constant attention, is now admitted and home care 
under the supervision of a nearby hospital physician 
gives a service that is equal or nearly equal to 
actual care in hospital. 
What is chronic illness? 
An editorial in the Journal of the American 
Medical Association defines it as any deviation or 
departure from health that affects a person’s total 
life pattern in a significant way, because of the 
length of the illness and its effects, which may 
last for a long time after the illness proper has 
passed. 
We can readily see that prolonged illness not 
only requires the medical knowledge and skill, of 
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cultles in finding proper hospital facilities for their 
chronically 111 patients and nave observed the lack 
of adequate visiting nurse, housekeeping and other 
services by which patients might be cared for, and 
the inadequacy of many nursing homes. This need 
is being met to some extent by the Commission of 
Chronic Illness, founded in 1949 by the Ameritan 
Medical Association, American Hospital Association, 
American Public Health Association, and the 
American Public Welfare Association.

The Washington Merry-Go-Round 


Washington—The two men who 
rule the Chicago underworld to­ 
day are Tony Accardo and Jack 
Guzlk. Not only have they taken 
oyer the vast and profitable do­ 
main of Al Capone along the 
shores of Lake Michigan, but they 
have spread out into the lush 
crime fields of Florida and Cali­ 
fornia. 
FBur years ago Accardo and 
Guzik, long operating informally 
as a team, legalized their partner­ 
ship aiyl notified the government 
that for the year 1946 they had 
earned StíOTd of $130,000. 
The source of this profit they 
listed merely as "other income, 
which poses an obvious problem 
for Unde Sam’s tax collectors. In­ 
ternal revenue solved it that year 
by writing the following notation 
at the bottom of Guzik’s and Ac- 
cardo’s tax return: 
"The partners refused to di­ 
vulge the source of this income. 
Insomuch as the partnership re­ 
ports a substantial amount, the 
correctness of which is impossible 
to check, it is opined that further 
investigation is impracticable.— 
(Signed) Ned Klein, revenue 
agent." 
This was about the best Agent 
Klein could do under the circum­ 
stances. However, if Secretary of 
the Treasury Snyder wanted to 
set up a special tax squad to 
watch the big racketeers, and if 
Congress wanted to give him the 
money for this, the effect would 
be:1. To bring. considerably more 
revenue into the treasury. 
2. To hamper if not drive the 
hoodlums out of business. 
For no hoodlum can operate 
when he knows that internal reve­

is not a legal business deduction 
under the tax laws, and by watch­ 
ing this, revenue agents not only 
can help clean up city politics but 
help drive the hoodlums out of 
busness.

After the 1947 
bombing, Sam Pardy and Tom 
Manno took over the policy wheel, 
leaving only small commissions 
for the two Benvenuti brother*. 
The real money went to the two 
men who muscled in, and the Erie 
and Buffalo’s Company’s tax re­ 
turn under Pardy and Manno 
shows $278.667.89 paid as "sal­ 
aries, fees and commissions for 
A. J. Accardo,” 
Profitable Partnership 
Accardo then split this with 
Guzik, giving the later $134,- 
207.54. Along with this revenue, 
Guzik listed in his 1949 tax re­ 
turn an additional $25,500 which 
he attributed simply to "miscel­ 
laneous various sources." He also 
deducted $6,803.32 for contribu­ 
tions though he didn’t list them 
by name, which is against regu­ 
lations. 
In 1948 Guzik simply reported 
a nice, round income of $100,000 
which he attributed to "various 
*>urces." This left Internal Rev­ 
enue agents with the problem of 
making a long, exhaustive inves­ 
tigation; and, lacking both the 
time and personnel, nothing fur­ 
ther was done.

of only $51,000, though in 1946 
he made $65,000 from his part­ 
nership with Accardo plus another 
$7.500 of "various income." 
Guzik’s income was somewhat 
similar In the war years. In 1944, 
for instance, he claimed a total 
Income of only $16,000, while in 
1943 he listed $8,080 from "wager­ 
ing," $2,500 from "football," $6,- 
000 from "miscellaneous sources," 
and $4,000 from "Dome." This is 
the name of a night club licensed 
in the name of Guzik’s brother-in- 
law. There was no explanation as 
to how Guzik made his money 
from "football." 
Presumably Guzik ought to be 
careful about his Income tax now, 
for. he was sentenced to five years 
for tax evasion in 1930. This was 
in the Hoover administration, 
when the Treasury was a lot 
tougher on gangsters than they 
are today. The Treasury at that 
time claimed that Guzik, then 
business manager for the Capone 
syndicate, netted $1,000,000 dur- 
ing the years 1927-28-29, and 
owed the government $250,000. He 
got five years in Leavenworth, 
plus a fine of $17,500.

A total of 79 persons were dis­ 
qualified for refusing a suitable 
job; 253 for failure to report to in­ 
surance or placement section as 
required, and four for loss of em­ 
ployment due to labor dispute.

Division of Unemployment Insur­ 
ance stated that in more than 12 
years of experience most wage 
earners have learned the unem­ 
ployment insurance rules and do 
not claim benefits unless they 
think they meet the tests. 
Complaints from the public that 
individuals are collecting unem­ 
ployment insurance improperly 
are “fairly common,” the division 
stated, and are always investi­ 
gated.

office over the years shows con­ 
clusively that actual fraud in the 
unemployment insurance system 
is negligible,” Hart said. “Most 
of the people who are receiving 
unemployment insurance are en­ 
titled to it, and their primary 
interest it to get off the insur­ 
ance rolls as quickly as possible.” 
Hart commended the claim ex­ 
aminers for their work on cases 
where claimants were found not 
to be available for work, or not 
able to work. "This kind of dis­ 
qualification usually results from 
(the examiners’) own self-start- 
ing activity,” he said.

2 Lf*)—Wil­ 
liam Levitt of the house-building 
Levitt brothers urged yesterday 
that the necessary m aterials to 
give defense housing lasting eco­ 
nomic value be provided under the 
nation’s mobilization program. 
He also told senators at a hear­ 
ing on the adm inistration’s 63.- 
000,000,000 defense housing bill 
that there is "something wrong" 
with any builder who can’t build a

od 
two 
bedroom 
house 
for 
,000. 
Levitt, who said his New York 
firm is the largest builder of 
houses in the nation, also disclosed 
in rapid-fire testimony before the 
Senate 
Banking 
Committee 
he 
hoped to build a perm anent com­ 
m unity for the Savannah River 
Atomic project in South Carolina. 
"We are going to try to do the 
lob in South Carolina." he said. 
’We would like to do it very 
much." 
Levitt said his firm has built 
about 
20,000 houses, 
of which 
about 17,000 were sold at a profit 
for leos than $8,000. 
He noted that 
this included 
Levittown, a community developed 
on Long Island, and said his com­ 
pany was able to build and sell 
two bedroom houses "in the high­ 
est coat area" for $7,990. 
Includes Equipment 
The price, he said, included all 
kinds of equipment, land develop­ 
m ent, a proportionate share of a 
swimming pool (one for each 1,000 
houses), a year’s advance taxes, 
free Are insurance for a year and 
other extras. 
Levitt detailed this in answer 
to questions about price lim ita­ 
tions proposed in the hill for de­ 
fense housing. 
The measure would authorize 
$3,000,000,000 in additional federal 
mortgage authority, with a price 
limit of $9,000 on government-in­ 
sured uingle-family houses. 
Fed­ 
eral mortgages could not exceed 
90 per cent of the value, or a top 
of $8,100. 
Levitt said he thought the price 
limitations were "fine" and, citing 
his own experience, said builders 
certainly ought to be able to nut 
up slngle-famil.v houses for $9,000. 
He testified th a t "we’ve got to 
have w ar housing legislation" of 
some kind and added th a t the 
proposed bill was "no b etter or 
worse" than others, subject to 
some modifications and omissions. 
Levitt said the "big" omission 
was a declaration of policy that 
housing built under the defense 
program m u s t. have "economic 
soundness." 
Would Add to W ealth 
By that, he said he m eant 
housing th a t would add to the 
economic stealth of the nation 
and have* lasting value after the 
present emergency is over. 
He said this would require th at 
builders be allowed the neces­ 
sary copper, brass, mill products, 
steel and other essential m ate­ 
rials, instead of being forced to 
use substitutes. 
Levitt told the com m ittee th at 
lf 400,000 w ar housing units were 
constructed annually—the m axi­ 
mum ho thought likely — they 
would require less than one per 
cent of annual copper production. 
Sim ilarly he said, it would take 
only l/2 0 th of one per cent of 
steel production. 
He 
said 
the 
bill 
somehow 
should prevent a repetition of 
the type of war-housing built 
during the last war. And Levitt 
•aid ne included houses he built 
as well as others. 
He 
referred 
to 
1,600-Levitt- 
built units in Norfolk, Va;, and

Junk.” He said they were con­ 
structed during the war where 
and

rected. They were never more 
than 30 per cent occupied, he 
said. 
Private Building Needed 
Levitt also said that any per­ 
manent housing under the de­ 
fense program must be built by 
private industry. In this he was 
objecting to a part of the bill 
I that directs that housing built 
by the government must be per­ 
manent. 
The government would be au­ 
thorized by the measure to build 
houses in defense areas in cases 
where private industry was un­ 
able or unwilling to build them. 
Levitt said he did not believe 
that there was any permanent 
housing needed in the defense 
effosft that private industry would 
not build. 
As for any temporary housing 
needed in the defense program, 
Levitt said "we’d like the govern­ 
ment to do that.” He added that 
"it is what we refer to as junk 
and private industry ought not to 
lend its name to it." 
Senator Douglas (D.-Ill.) asked 
if government would not be forced 
to build temporary housing for 
workers at its atomic project in 
South Carolina—a plan designed 
to turn out materials either for 
the atom bomb or the hydrogen 
bomb. 
On the contrary, said Levitt, 
“every builder And his brother has 
been down there” looking into the 
possibilities. 
He said he had been informed 
by the Atomic Energy Commis­ 
sion that the South Carolina plant 
Is to Im* a permanent project and 
added ho hoped to be able to de­ 
velop a community there in which 
people would like to live. 
He later told reporters that his 
plans call for "a very complete 
city" of about 30,000 persons, with 
some 8,000 houses. But he added 
that nothing can be done until the 
K 
reposed hill or something like it 
i passed. 
Levitt previously had indorsed 
the bill’s p r o v i s i o n s for co­ 
ordinated development of defense, 
communities in isolated areas and 
for government grants or loans 
for constructing community facili­ 
ties. such as schools, hospitals and 
sewers.

Lasting Economic Value

Levitt, who said his New York 
firm is the largest builder of 
houses in the nation, also disclosed 
in rapid-fire testimony before the 
Senate Banking Committee he 
hoped to build a permanent com­ 
munity for the Savannah River 
atomic project in South Carolina. 
“We are going to try to do the 
job in South Carolina,” he said. 
"We would like to do it very 
much.” 
Levitt said his firm has built 
about 20,000 houses, of w'hich 
about 17,000 were sold at a profit 
for less than $8,000. 
He noted that this included 
Levittown, a community developed 
on Long Island, and said his com­ 
pany was able to build and sell 
two bedroom houses “in the high­ 
est cost area” for $7,990. 
Includes Equipment 
The price, he said, included all 
kinds of equipment, land develop­ 
ment, a proportionate share of a 
swimming pool (one for each 1,000 
houses), a year’s advance taxes, 
free fire insurance for a year and 
other extras. 
Levitt detailed this in answer 
to questions about price limita 
lions proposed in the bill for de­ 
fense housing. 
The measure would authorize 
$3,000,000,000 in additional federal 
mortgage authority, with a price 
limit of $9,000 on government-In 
surod ’single-family houses. 
Fed­ 
eral mortgages could not exceed

Levitt said he thought the price 
limitations were “fine” and, citing 
his own experience, said builders 
certainly ought to be able to nut 
up slngle-famlly houses for $9.000.

Co al Sho rtag e Is 
Threat to British 
Rearmament Plan 


London, Feb. 2 
UP)—Britons 
y elled "crisis" today . 
But they 
were think ing about coal—not 
war. 
A worsening coal shortage— 
500,000 tons more 
are 
being 
burned than are being dug each 
week —threatens 
an 
industrial 
break down that would undermine 
Britain’s 
rearmament 
program. 
Many fear a recurrence of the 
coal crisis which in the winter of 
1946-47 closed factories and threw 
nearly 3,000.000 men out of work . 
Try ing to stretch fast dwindling 
coal stock s, the Socialist govern­ 
ment ordered a 15 per cent cut in 
coal deliveries to industry —includ­ 
ing defense plants and k ey export 
factories. 
The government, which runs the 
nationinized mines, also boosted 
the price of coal by five per cent 
and warned some power plants 
they may have to shut down un­ 
less they get more coal soon. 
Earlier, the government had can­ 
celled 2,500 train services of the 
nationalized railway s. 
In the House of Commons last 
night the Labor government, by a 
vote of 300 to 289, squeezed by 
Conservative party charges that It 
had bungled Britain into a critical 
fuel shortage. 
But 
though 
Prime 
Minister 
Attlee’s government rode out the 
Tory motion of censure, disclo­ 
sures in Parliament of the nation’s 
coal 
freight 
brought 
editorial 
howls of indignation in the na­ 
tion’s press, a 
About 9 , 0 0 0 tohs of coal are 
needed in the pipeline between 
mine and fire to k eep industry 
running smoothly . The nation was 
paraly zed in February , 1947, when 
scattered supplies dipped under 
that level. 
Stock piles now total 
only about 10,000,000 tons. 
The million tons leeway repre­ 
sents less than two day s supply . 
This country has no natural gas 
and only a tiny proportion of elec­ 
tricity comes from water power. 
Coal rules the economy . 
American coal may stave off 
trouble. 
The coal board has 
bought 2,000,000 tons—enough to 
fill the gap between production 
and consumption for a month. But 
only about one-eighth of this fuel, 
ordered several week s ago, has ar­ 
rived.

Eso pus Gro up Has 
Meeting ; Plans to 
Fig ht Assessments 


A third organizational meeting 
was held by the Town of Esopus 
Taxpay ers’ 
Association 
at the 
Town Hall in Port Ewen Thursday 
night. About 450 persons attended.

Grady , 
president, 
ex­ 
plained the aims and objects of 
the association, which was formed 
to protest reassessments on real 
property in the town. 
Before and after the meeting, 
approximately 100 persons regis­ 
tered their names as members of 
the association, bringing the total 
membership to about 300. Two 
previous meetings were held, one 
at Rifton and one at St. Remy . 
Each of the three meetings was 
open to the taxpay ers of the town­ 
ship and memberships were ac­ 
cepted from those who wished to 
register their names and pay a $1 
assessment for legal fees, postage 
and other expenses. 
The election of three members 
of the executive committee from 
each of the town’s 13 districts 
was completed last night. 
No Dishonesty Found 
Grady made it clear to those 
who attended that the association 
has found no dishonesty nor mis 
appropriation of funds. It charges, 
Grady said, that the recent re­ 
assessment was "just plain in- 
.efficiency .” 
Old assessment figures on real 
property were revised upward fol­ 
lowing a survey last spring and 
summer by the town assessors and 
other individuals from the town­ 
ship who were employ ed for that 
purpose. The upward revision al­ 
lowed a reduction in tax rate. 
The 
Taxpay ers’ 
Association 
Charges, according to its presi­ 
dent, that the revision was costlV 
and resulted in more inequities 
than had been apparent under 
the old sy stem. 
Grady contended that the old 
assessments should have been 
doubled across the board. Then 
the inequities that existed under 
the old figures could be elimi­ 
nated "over a period of two or 
three y ears" without the added 
expense of hiring ex tra individ­ 
uals, he said. 
To Book Beane—menU 
The association will work to 
have the reassessment figures as 
they now stand thrown out, 
Grady explained. The organiza­ 
tion, he said, la an independent 
organization "not affiliated with 
any party ," and stands only for 
"fair assessments and taxation in 
the town of Esopus.’' 
Officers serving with Grady 
are Edward Cochran, vice presi­ 
dent; Amass Smith, treasurer, 
and Edward Eck ert, secretary . 
Peter Harp of New Paltz has 
been retained as legal couhsel. 
Citing figures which he said 
showed the inefficiency of the re­ 
assessment, Grady said that the 
Central Hudson Gas A Electric 
Corporation’s real property in­ 
cluding the Dashville Dam and 
extending to the center of the 
creek was assessed at $113,530 in 
1948, and when transposed to the 
1949 assessment roll was listed 
at $16,220. After the 1950 reas­ 
sessment, he said, the property 
was listed at $18,280.

Officials Grapple 
With Formula on 
Wage-Price Freeze 


Washington, Feb. 2 I /Pi—The 
nation’s wage-price freeze showed 
signs today of a mild thaw, but 
officials still* grappled with the 
complicated problem of devising a 
general overall formula to govern 
future relaxation of controls. 
The first break in last Friday’s 
across-the-board price 
f r e e z e 
came late yesterday when the Of­ 
fice of 
Price 
Stabilization 
an­ 
nounced that all strictly military 
items will be exempted from ceil­ 
ings. 
A few minutes later the agency 
announced approval of an increase 
of up to 90 cents a ton in the price 
of coal. 
O.P.S. made it clear th af the 
lifting of the price freeze on mili­ 
tary goods would affect very few, 
if any, commodities used by civi­ 
lians. And military prices still will 
be subject to control, the agency 
asserted, through contract nego­ 
tiations or later renegotiations by 
the Defense Department to pre­ 
vent excessive profits. 
To Compensate Producers 
In approving the coal price hike, 
the stabilization office said it was 
being made to . compensate coal 
producers for a miners’ wage in­ 
crease 
which became 
effective 
yesterday. 
Explaining the price thaw on 
military purchases, O.P.S. said it 
was made “in order to insure that 
price controls shall not interfere 
with the defense effort.” 
The action abolished ceilings at 
least until April 1 on a long speci 
flc list of commodities and serv­ 
ices “peculiar to military needs. 
These 
ranged 
from 
“secret 
weapons” and “fissionable materi­ 
als” to aviation gasoline, bombs, 
naval ships, electronic equipment 
such as radar, armament, military 
trucks—and even brass buttons 
with arméd forces insignia. 
Permits Celling Ratee 
The exemption does not affect 
many of the component parts 
which go into the manufacture of 
military needs, however. But the 
regulation does p e r m i t Price 
Stabilizer Michael V. DiSalle to 
raise ceilings on any such sup­ 
plies “whenever it appears that 
the ceiling price (on components) 
impedes or threatens to impede” 
defense production. 
The coal price hike covérs both 
hard and soft coal. It has the 
effect of permitting an average In­ 
crease of 25 cents a ton on soft 
— or bituminous — coal and 90 
cents a ton for hard—or anthra­ 
cite—coál. 
Price officials speculated, how­ 
ever, that increases might not go 
the full limit because of the com­ 
petition between coal and such 
other fuels as oil and natural gas. 
Applies" to Producers 
Yesterday’s action applied only 
to producers. It left unchanged 
the ceiling at retail levels. Officials 
said, however, that the retail ceil­ 
ing would be lifted “within a very 
few days” to conform* 
A few hours befftre ceilings 
were dropped on military buying, 
the Wage Stabilization Board— 
like O.P.S. a division of the Eco­ 
nomic Stabilization Agency—ap­ 
proved a "cost of living” pay boost 
of two cents an hour for 12,000 
workers in California plants of the 
North American Aviation Com­ 
pany.
